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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 17-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 18, the limitation "the semiconductor die attached to the chip carrier with 
the die attach material, which covers an entire die surface" renders the claim indefinite. 
It is not clear which element is covering an entire die surface and which die surface is 
referring to -the semiconductor die or the die attach material-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 17-21 and 25, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Papathomas [U.S. 2002/0105093] previously applied. 

With respect to claim 18, Papathomas (fig. 1, cols. 6-7) discloses a 
semiconductor device comprising: 
a semiconductor die (6); 
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a chip carrier (2); 

a die attach material (14) including a component of tungstate material (col. 7, pp 
[0043]); and 

the semiconductor die (6) attached to the chip carrier (2) with the die attach 
material (14). 

With respect to claim 17, Papathomas (fig. 1 and col. 7, pp [0050]) discloses that 
the chip carrier (2) is a substrate. 

With respect to claim 19, Papathomas (fig, 1) discloses that an encapsulant (a 
portion of the die attach material 14 that covers the sides of the semiconductor die (6)) 
encapsulates the semiconductor die, the encapsulant (14) including a component of 
negative CTE. 

With respect to claim 20, Papathomas (fig. 1 and col. 7, pp [0043]) discloses that 
the encapsulant (14) includes a tungstate material. 

With respect to claim 21, Papathomas (fig. 1 and col. 2, pp [0016]) discloses that 
the encapsulant (14) is selected from a group consisting of a mold compound and a 
glob-top material (epoxy). 
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With respect to claim 25, Papathomas (fig. 1 and col. 7, pp [0043]) discloses that 
the die attach material (14) and the encapsulant (14) include zirconium tungstate.
